Banking Institutions. 


for 


Plan transferring some of the 
surplus livestock of the southern part 
of the province to districts in the 
north where a large quantity of feed 
is available, have been placed before 


George Hoadley, minister of agricul- 
ture, 


Mr. Hoadley proposed that the 
banking institutions through their 
various branches arrange to extend 


eredit to farmers in the north desir- 
ing to purchase more cattle where 
the stock can be obtained in the 
south preferably from farmers in the 
dry districts who have obtained loans 
from the banks during the last few, 
years. 

The bank managers have approved 
of the scheme of transferring credits 
in-ihis matter, but it is understood, 
wanted the Department of Agricul- 
ture to take the initiative in launch- 
ing the policy. However, this was 
impossible, Mr, Hoadley pointed out, 
since the question was primarily one 
between the banks and the farmers, 
having obtained advances in the past. 
He thinks the matter could be admir- 
ably handled through the branclies of 
the banks in the north and south, 

In many places in the south, fa 
ers have sufficient feed for a limited 
number of cattle, but in order to 
carry over the stock on hand will 
inevitably have to obtain loans to 
purchase feed, By enabling northern 


fariners with a surplus of feed to 
practically take over the loans of 
some of the southern farmers, to 


gether with excellent stock that could 
be -profitably carried through on 
cheap fodder, one phase of the 
drought problem would be solved,

Will Help Farmers 
To Market Potatoes 


Co-operation Sought By Saskatche- 
wan Department of Agriculture, 

The co-operation of the Provincial 
Department of Agriculture in mar” 
keting potatoes is being suggested by 
the markets branch of that depart- 
ment, which proposes that farmers in 
Saskatchewan who have a carload or 
more of potatoes for sale should 
notify the markets commissioner. 

The potato crop proved a failure 
over a wide area of Eastern Canada 
this season and with the object of de- 
veloping the eastern market for Sas- 
katchewan potatoes the markets 
branch is getting in touch with the| 
larger produce dealers in Eastern 
Canada. 

When writing to the markets com- 
missioners, farmers are asked to give 
information concerning the variety 
and color of potatocs they have for 
sale, whether from pure or certified 
seed, graded or field run, sacked or 
loose, and, if sacked, what weight 
and quantity is for sale. 

Prospective shippers -are asked to! 
noge that graded potatoes command a 
premium on the market. If a grader 
is not available, all small potatoes 
should be removed by hand picking. 
All potatoes should be in clean sacks 
holding 90 Ibs. 

The d@partment w ill not buy or sell 
potatocs nor accept any responsibility 
for failure of buyer or shipper to 
measure up to the reqitrements of an 
agreement, but by ascertaining who 
have potatoes for sale and where they 
may be sold, valuable service can be 
rendered t
